get  into  the  act — to  create  and,  better  yet, 
to  control  the  sale  of  a  commemorative 
half  dollar. 

One  of  the  most  exploitative  is.sues 
was  the  1 936  Cincinnati  half  dollar,  which 
came  in  three  different  varieties,  pro¬ 
claiming  to  be  a  musical  center  of  America 
and  making  note  of  its  50th  anniversary  as 
such.  The  only  problem  was  that  50  years 
earlier,  in  1 886,  nothing  memorable  hap¬ 
pened  musically  in  that  Ohio  city.  The 
entire  project  was  the  brainchild  of  a  well- 
known  numismatist,  Thomas  G.  Melish, 
who  conceived,  created,  and  had  the  ex¬ 
clusive  sales  agency  for  them.  Needless 
to  say,  he  profited  handsomely.  Perhaps 
even  more  curious  was  the  distribution  of 
Elgin,  Illinois  Centennial  half  dollars  that 
year  by  L.W.  Hoffecker  who  lived  not  in 
Elgin  or  even  in  Illinois,  but  way  down  in 
El  Paso,  Texas! 

These  somewhat  rascaly  actions  caused 
a  lot  of  controversy  at  the  time,  but  today 
they  make  interesting  reading,  and  inter¬ 
esting  collecting.  In  the  same  vein,  I  sup¬ 
pose  it  is  nice  that  certain  Spanish-Ameri- 
can  gold  8  escudo  “doubloons”  are  asso¬ 
ciated  with  pirates;  infinitely  more  ro¬ 
mantic  than  banking  houses. 

Beyond  the  stories  and  associations 
relating  to  the  coins  themselves  and  their 
designs,  there  is  the  aspect  of  1936  as  an 
interesting  year  in  American  history. 
Franklin  Delano  Roosevelt  ran  against 
Alf  Landon  and  won  a  second  term.  At  the 
time,  Roosevelt  was  quite  controversial, 
what  with  all  of  his  “Alphabet  soup” 
organizations  such  as  WPA,  CCC,  and  so 
on,  as  well  as  radical  ideas  such  as  social 
security  and  regulating  the  stock  market. 

This  reminds  me  that  one  of  my  friends 
and  neighbors  here  in  Wolfeboro,  John 
Bridges,  is  a  son  of  Senator  H.  Styles 
Bridges,  at  one  time  the  governor  of  New 
Hampshire  and,  after  that,  long-time  Sena¬ 
tor.  Prior  to  the  1 940  election,  there  was  a 
flurry  of  interest  in  pairing  Styles  Bridges 
with  Alf  Landon  to  create  a  Republican 
ticket,  but  then  someone  came  up  with  the 
phrase,  “Landon-Bridges  falling  down,” 
thus  effectively  ending  the  movement! 

Back  to  the  subject  of  commemora- 
tives,  I  believe  it  was  Anthony  Swiatek 
who  first  likened  commemoratives  to  a 
photo  gallery  of  American  history.  Cer¬ 
tainly,  few  series  in  United  States  numis¬ 
matics  have  as  much  fascination  to  offer. 


A  Fink  Colitxtion  Is  Your 
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Financial  News  &  Notes

How  High  the  Dow? 

Recently,  I  have  been  reading  that  die  return 
from  mutual  funds  far  outpaces  those  from  most 
other  long-term  investments.  Stocks  (mutual 
funds)  have  yielded  about  10%  compounded 
annually  with  dividends  reinvested,  one  account 
noted.  However,  this  depends  on  the  time  frame 
under  analysis — ^in  this  case,  1926- 1993.  Using 
1982  to  1993  as  the  time  horizon,  stocks  have 
done  even  better  compounding  at  about  16% 
annually  with  dividends  reinvested. 

Broad  measures  of  stock  market  performance 
can  be  studied  by  using  the  Dow  Jones  Average 
(DJIA)  or  the  Standard  and  Poor’s  500  Index 
(S&P).  These  indexes  are  highly  correlated, 
although  the  DJIA  analyzes  30  stocks  where  the 
more  broadly  based  S&P  tracks  500.  During  the 
past  10,  15,  or  20  year  trading  periods,  these 
indexes  have  not  deviated  by  more  than  1  %  from 
one  another.  Beginning  this  week,  the  S&P  will 
be  listed  with  the  other  indexes. 

How  high  will  the  DJIA  and  S&P  go  if  they 
continue  compounding  at  10%  or  16%  by  tlie 


year  2000?  Historically,  dividends  have  contrib¬ 
uted  approximately  4%  to  these  figures.  There¬ 
fore,  the  DJIA  and  S&P  would  reach  5645  and 
701  respectively  at  6%  compounded  or  8299  and 
1030  at  12%  (with  dividends  removed  from  the 
analysis)  by  the  year  2000. 

Do  different  time  spans  produce  different 
results?  1 929  was  another  banner  year  in  a  frothy 
stock  market.  For  example,  during  1929  to  1946, 
the  DJIA  returned  -2.3%  (the  S&P  yielded  -2%). 
Only  a  reinvested  dividend  check  would  have  put 
an  investor  in  a  positive  territory.  From  1929  to 
1974,  the  DJIA  and  the  S&P  rose  by  2%  com¬ 
pounded  annually.  Where  will  the  DJIA  and  the 
S&P  be  in  the  year 2000 using  these  returns?  With 
a  negative  return,  the  DJIA  (-2.3%)and  S&P  (- 
2.0%)  would  show  losses  at  3 1 90  and  49 1 .  At  2%, 
the  DJIA  would  be  4313  with  the  S&P  at  535. 

Will  Rogers  once  remariced  that  we  should 
buy  stocks  that  go  up  and  if  they  don ’t  go  up,  don  ’  t 
buy  them.  I  agree! 

I  am  not  making  a  case  against  owning  stocks, 
as  I  unhesitatingly  recommend  selected  stock 


purchases  to  anyone  who  studies  the  economy 
very  carefully  and  fully  investigates  sound  in¬ 
vestment  practices.  Subscribing  to  various  news¬ 
papers,  magazines  and  newsletters  along  with 
selecting  a  proper  advisor  are  just  some  of  the 
things  that  must  be  considered  before  successful 
investing  can  truly  begin.  Time,  patience  and 
discipline  are  also  necessary. 

Statistics  can  be  deceiving.  Clearly,  reinvest¬ 
ing  dividends  supports  potential  healthy  returns. 
Timing  is  critical,  as  shown  in  the  1929  to  1946 
scenario.  Taxes,  commissions,  and  most  impor¬ 
tantly,  inHahon  reduces  these  returns  in  various 
ways.  Measuring  the  effect  of  future  inflation  is 
very  difficult. 

Typically,  periods  of  inflation  bode  well  for  coin 
prices.  I  note  that  Federal  Reserve  Chairman  Alan 
Greenspan  is  aware  that  inflation  may  be  on  its  way 
again,  and  ditto  for  higher  interest  rates.  Higher 
interest  will  cause  much  money  to  flow  from  stocks 
into  CDs  and  other  cash  instruments,  certainly  not  a 
favorable  situation  for  the  stock  market 

A  properly  diversified  portfolio  is  one  way  to 


protect  financial  assets  from  inflation.  Perhaps  i 
prudent  man  would  allocate  a  portion  of  his 
resources  to  investing  in  rare  coins  or  gold.  I  note 
that  in  recent  issues,  Richard  Russell’s  Don 
Theory  Letters  service  is  very  bullish  on  gold 
coins  and  bullions.  C^ite  a  few  coin  dealers  ] 
know  are  laying  away  quantities  of  scarce  and 
rare  issues  at  what  they  perceive  to  be  bargair 
prices.  The  trend  has  not  caught  on  with  collec¬ 
tors  yet,  as  they  seem  to  like  to  buy  coins  in  rising 
markets,  rather  than  quiet  ones.

You  Asked 


J.B.Asksrl  was  w  ondering  if  you 
could  explain  the  system  used  to 
determine  the  price  of  a  coin  graded 
with  “off  numbers,”  such  as  VF-30, 
EF-45,  AL-58,  MS-61,  MS-67,  etc. 

It  is  very  frustrating  to  me,  when 
I  want  to  bid  by  mail  on  a  coin 
graded  as  I’ve  shown  in  my  example. 

I  rely  on  coin  price  information  from 
a  major  publication  but  they  do  not 
list  all  of  the  grades  used  by  coin 
dealers  or  auctions.  Are  there  publi¬ 
cations  that  carry  all  of  the  grades 
used  by  the  sellers  or  is  there  a  “rule 
of  thumb”  formula  to  determine  the 
price  of  a  coin? 

I  really  enjoyed  “The  Coin  Col¬ 
lector”  publication  you  sent  to  me. 
As  an  avid  collector,  w  ho  is  by  no 
means  an  expert,  your  articles  were 
very  informative  and  interesting  to 
read.  I  hope  you  keep  this  publica¬ 
tion  coming! 

CC  Answerer  What  are  “official 
grades"  and  what  are  not  official 
changes  every  once  in  a  while.  As  you 
may  recall,  time  was  when  the  Mint 
State  category,  as  defined  by  William 
H.  Sheldon  who  originated  it  in  1949, 
simply  consisted  of  MS-60,  MS-65, 
and  MS-70.  Now,  we  have  as  being 
“official”  (by  the  American  Numis¬ 
matic  Association)  MS-60,  MS-61, 
MS-62,  and  so  on  all  the  way  up 
through  and  including  MS-70. 

At  the  same  time,  lower  grades 
have  not  been  broken  down  as  much. 
Thus,  while  in  a  space  of  10  numbers 
from  MS-60  through  MS-70  we  have 

I I  different  grades,  in  lower  ranges 
from  Very  Fine  through  AU  there  are 
just  these  “official”  grades:  “VF-20, 
Choice  VF-30,  EF-40,  Choice  EF-45, 
and  AU-50.  Looking  at  it  even  more 
closely,  the  10-point  range  from  VF- 
20  through  VF-30  has  two  numbers, 
the  limits  of  the  range,  in  comparison 
to  the  aforementioned  1 1  numbers  for 
the  MS-60  range.  Accordingly,  it  is 
common  practice  for  not  only  sellers 
but  buyers  as  well,  collectors  and  deal¬ 
ers  combined,  to  use  intermediate 
grades  such  as  VF-20  or,  in  higher 
ranges,  VF-35. 

The  attempt  here  is  not  to  do  any 


more  than  to  try  to  assign  a  grade 
which  seems  to  be  better  than  VF-20 
but  not  quite  as  good  as  VF-30. 

In  my  opinion,  nearly  all  grading  is 
highly  subjective,  and  one  person’s 
MS-65,  for  example,  can  be  another 
person'sMS-64orMS-66.  Thisholds 
true  not  only  for  individuals  but  grad¬ 
ing  services  as  well;  witness  the  tre¬ 
mendous  amount  of  business  that  the 
grading  services  do  by  resubmissions. 

As  the  number  of  columns  required 
to  list  coins  in  many  different  grades  is 
somewhat  limited,  usually  the  editor 
of  a  pricing  publication  such  as  "The 
Coin  Market”  in  Numisnuiric  Ne^  s, 
“Trends”  in  Coin  World,  or  A  Guide 
Book  of  United  States  Coins  will  pick 
just  several  grades  as  an  illustration. 
As  I  answer  your  question,  I  have  in 
my  hand  a  copy  of  the  1994  Guide 
Book  and  note,  for  example,  that  for  a 
1913  Philadelphia  Mint  Barber  dime — 
a  coin  1  simply  picked  at  random — the 
grades  its  listed  in  are  as  follows:  G- 
54,  VG-8,  F-12,  VF-20,  EF-40,  MS- 
60,  and  Proof-63.  Of  course,  there  are 
many  MS-6 1 ,  MS-62,  and  MS-64,  MS- 
65,  etc.  1913  dimes  in  existence;  also, 
if  one  were  to  survey  the  existing 
population  of  Proof  1913  dimes,  they 
would  be  in  many  grades  other  than 
just  FYoof-63.  Probably  the  widest 
number  of  grade  listings  are  found  in 
The  Coin  Dealer  Newsletter,  but  even 
it  can't  cover  all  possibilities. 

Restated,  the  answer  to  your  ques¬ 
tion  is  that  there  is  no  single  source  in 
which  you  can  find  all  the  grades 
actually  used  by  collectors  and  deal¬ 
ers  in  the  hobby,  nor  is  there  any  single 
source  of  pricing. 

With  regard  to  price,  numerical 
grades  are  only  part  of  the  story.  As  I 
have  written  before,  you  can  line  up, 
for  example,  10  different  1891-0 
Morgan  dollars  (to  pick  a  miscella¬ 
neous  example),  all  graded  MS-65, 
and  for  my  money  some  might  be  dogs 
worth  just  half  market  price,  and  oth¬ 
ers  might  be  sharply  struck  gems  (re¬ 
ally  rare  in  this  grade),  but  still  graded 
MS-65,  worth  twice  current  market. 
When  all  is  said  and  done,  the  aes¬ 
thetic  appeal  of  a  coin  is  as  important 
as  anything,  in  my  view.

Spotlight  on  Grading! 

This  column  gives  basic  information  concerning  a  particular  aspect  of  numismatics.  Save 
them,  and  over  a  period  of  time  you’ll  become  an  expert! 


GRADE'JG  TIPS  that  will  make  you 
money: 

1.  Buy  the  coin,  not  the  grade.  Be  sure 
that  the  coin  is  pleasing  to  you,  as  you  have 
to  pay  for  it,  own  it,  and  sometime  sell  it. 
Use  the  “I  like  it  test.”  If  the  coin  is 
appealing  to  you,  then  chances  are  excel¬ 
lent  it  wiU  be  appealing  to  someone  else 
later. 

2.  Certiflcation  is  only 
part  of  the  story.  Just  be¬ 
cause  a  coin  is  certified  as, 
for  example,  “MS-65,” 
doesn’t  mean  it  is  worth  an 
“MS-65  price.”  A  doggy¬ 
appearing  or  “low  end”  (as 
they  are  called  in  the  trade) 
coin  may  be  worth  a  lot 
less,  and  a  selected  gem 
may  be  worth  a  lot  more. 

3.  Know  your  coins.  If 
a  particular  coin  (an  1881- 
S  dollar  is  an  example) 
nearly  always  comes  attrac¬ 
tive  and  well  struck,  no  need  here  to  pay  a 
significant  premium  for  one.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  1891-0  dollar  is  usually  poorly 
struck,  so  a  sharp  coin  would  be  worth 
much  more.  Know  the  characteristics  of  a 
coin  before  you  buy. 

4.  Avoid  coins  that  have  very  deep 
toning,  spotting,  or  are  ugly,  even  if  they 
are  certified.  Go  back  to  the  “I  like  it  test” 
mentioned  under  No.  1 . 

5.  Determine  grade  objectives  before 
buying.  Do  you  want  your  commemora¬ 


tive  halves  to  be  MS-63  and  MS-64?  Or, 
do  you  want  all  of  your  Indian  cents  to  be 
EF-40  to  AU-50?  Or,  whatever.  Develop 
an  objective  before  buying.  It  is  easier  (and 
cheaper)  to  buy,  for  example,  an  MS-64 
1922  Grant  half  dollar  to  begin  with,  than 
to  buy  an  MS-60,  then  upgrade  to  MS-62, 
and  then  upgrade  again  to  MS-64. 

6.  Know  what  to  ex¬ 
pect.  This  is  like  No.  3, 
except  it’s  about  grading, 
not  striking.  How  available 
is  a  coin  in  MS-63?  EF-40? 
MS-65?  Or,  whatever.  An 
1881-S  Morgan  dollar  in 
MS-65  is  easily  affordable, 
and  everyone  should  own 
one  (if  you  have  the  incli¬ 
nation).  A  VF-30  1881-S 
dollar  should  be  ignored. 
On  the  other  hand,  if  you 
are  collecting  large  cents 
and  are  offered  a  very  nice 
VF-30  of  the  rare  1804  date, 
go  for  it,  as  this  is  quite  close  to  “top  of  the 
line” /or  that  particular  coin  variety. 

7.  Keep  an  eye  on  value.  Is  the  coin  a 
good  value  for  the  price  paid?  How  does  it 
check  out  in  all  aspects,  including  rarity, 
grade,  appearance,  and  aesthetic  appeal. 
Beyond  all  of  those  good  things,  is  the 
grade  worth  it?  For  example,  if  an  MS-64 
coin  has  a  market  value  of  $400,  and  an 
MS-65  of  the  same  variety  costs  $1,200, 
might  you  be  better  off  value-wise  with  the 
MS-64?  Think  about  it!
